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COMPULSORY  CLUB  FEES 


The  recommendation  of  this  brief  has 
been  made  after  careful  consideration  of 
all  pertinent  facts  and  conditions  by  the 
club  chairmen  as  represented  on  the 
Engineering  Society  Executive  Committee. 

Proposal  . . . 

1.  That  a club  fee  of  $1.00  be  levied 
upon  payment  of  fees  to  tfte  University 
Bursar. 

2 That  the  equivalent  sum  be  put  at 
the  disposal  of  the  Engineering  Society 
to  be  redistributed  to  the  respective  clubs 
to  the  extent  of  $1 .00  for  every  student 
registered  in  that  particular  department. 

3.  If  the  membership  of  any  club  should 
be  less  than  40  members  (excluding  the 
Debates  Club),  a sum  to  make  up  the  club 
treasury  to  $40.00  shall  be  voted  by  the 
Engineering  Society  Executive  Committee. 

4.  The  Debates  Club  shall  get  a grant 
of  $25.00  from  the  Engineering  Society. 

Reasons  for  . . . 

1 . The  Society  feels  that  a compulsory 
club  fee  entailing  the  compulsory  club 
membership  would  be  able  to  do  away 
with  the  very  disagreeable  task  of  soliciting 
club  membership  at  the  very  inopportune 
time  shortly  after  registration  when 
most  students  are  not  in  the  best  of 
financial  straits  and  the  pressure  of  a new 
semester  weighs  heavily  upon  their  minds. 

2.  It  is  further  felt  that  by  100  per  cent 
membership,  a greater  interest  in  club 
affairs  would  result.  Having  paid  their 
membership  fee  they  woud  be  out  to  see 
that  they  received  their  due  remuneration. 

3.  Better  interest  in  the  club  would  be 
stimulated  as  a result.  This  would  be  a 
direct  outcome  of  the  club  executive 
having  a reasonable  sum  upon  which  to 
plan  their  activities  for  the  year. 

4.  By  compulsory  club  fees  it  is  felt 
that  an  improvement  in  the  executive 
ability  would  result.  To  date  the  chief 
duty  of  club  representatives  has  been  to 
solicit  membership  and  collect  fees.  This 
is  a distasteful  task  at  its  best.  By  eliminat- 
ing this  disagreeable  task  it  is  felt  that 
there  would  be  keener  interest  in  club 
elections  which  in  all  would  result  in 
better  co-operation  of  club  executives. 

5.  It  is  felt  that  the  main  object  of  clubs 
in  promoting  interest  in  their  respective 
lines  would  become  the  paramount 


objective  in  the  fall  term  rather  than 
soliciting  a questionab.e  membership. 

6.  It  is  felt  that  by  taking  part  in  club 
activities  a student  will  obtain  a fuller 
understanding  of  his  responsibilities  to  his 
club  and  thereby  lay  the  foundation  for 
interest  in  public  life  after  graduation. 

Reasons  Against  . . . 

1 . No  student  should  be  compelled  to 
join  a club  or  any  such  organization 
against  his  own  free  will.  A student  in 
Engineering  is  old  enough  to  make  this 
decision  for  himself,  and  should  be  free 
to  exercise  his  own  judgment. 

2.  When  the  membership  of  a club 
depends  substantially  upon  the  quality  of 
program  provided,  the  executive  certainly 
will  make  a greater  effort  to  provide  a 
superior  series  of  club  activities.  If  a club 
is  worth  while,  the  students  will  join 
voluntarily. 

3.  A club  should  stand  on  its  own 
merits.  One  doing  so  claims  a higher 
prestige  than  a club  depending  on  the 
faculty  to  extract  its  membership  fee  from 
the  students. 

4.  Club  representatives  should  not  feel 
that  soliciting  club  membership  cards  is 
an  unpleasant  task.  A properly  functioning 
executive  gives  the  member  value  for  his 
money.  The  representative  has  the  oppor- 
tunity to  develop  salesmanship  through 
selling  a legitimate  idea.  At  the  same 
time,  he  makes  a personal  contact  with 
every  student  in  his  class. 

5.  Compulsion  is  not  likely  to  promote 
club  or  school  spirit,  but  rather  would 
tend  to  sour  the  members  towards  the 
club.  A man  will  support  more  willingly 
an  organization  he  joins  voluntarily  than 
one  he  joins  through  compulsion.

HOW  TO  VOTE! 

Each  Schoolman  shall  go  to  the  polling 
station  for  his  year,  where  he  shall  receive 
the  proper  ballots  from  the  returning 
officer  and  have  his  name  checked  off  the 
list  there.  After  marking  his  ballots  care- 
fully, he  shall  return  them,  UNFOLDED 
to  the  returning  officer,  who  will  deposit 
them  in  the  ballot  box. 

The  Hare-Spence  system  of  voting  is 
used.  In  this  system,  the  voter  marks 
opposite  the  name  of  the  candidate  for 
whom  he  wishes  to  vote,  the  figure  1, 
while  opposite  his  second  choice  he 
marks  the  figure  2,  and  opposite  his  third 
choice  the  figure  3,  and  so  on.  It  is 
essential  that  the  voter  mark  a figure 
beside  every  candidate's  name,  or  the 
ballot  will  not  be  accepted. 

When  the  candidates'  first  choices  are 
added,  the  candidate  with  the  lowest 
number  goes  out,  and  his  "second  choices" 
are  distributed  among  other  candidates, 
counting  as  first  for  whom  they  were  cast. 

This  method  of  elimination  is  followed 
until  only  two  candidates  are  left,  and 
the  one  with  the  largest  number  of  votes 
is  declared  e ected.
